making, 
etc. 
The 
school 
contained 
the 
same 
mathematical library and historical 
departments as other schools, some 
pupils even becoming proficient in 
Latin. 
Ihe St. Louis school had 
introduced the Braille point or dot 
system of reading into this country 
from France. 
By it, the blind had 
been 
able 
to 
use 
a 
type 
writer 
with 
dots on 
the 
keys 
which, upon being pressed, touchec 
the usual letters upon the other end 
against the paper. 
Seventy word 
a minute can be written by an ex 
pert blind person, fitting them as 
corresponding 
clerks. 
Under the 
line system of raised letters, only 
30 per cent, of the blind learned to 
read; the Braille point system was 
easily learned by all. 
Mr. Post ex 
hibited a wonderful six-keyed writ 
ing 
machine, 
similar to a type­ 
writer, recently patented by Frank 
H. 
Hall, of the 
school for 
the 
blind 
at 
Jacksonville, 
111., 
by 
far 
one of the 
most 
wondcrfu 
inventions in the world. 
Upon it 
100 words a minute can be written. 
By its use dots can be raised 
upon 
a tin plate which is used instead of 
paper. 
A piece of paper is then 
placed over 
the 
plate* 
the 
two 
passed through a 
clothes wringer 
and 
the 
impression 
made 
upon 
the paper. 
In this way all standard 
literature can be easily and cheaply 
secured for the blind.
